Lunar Rocks 
May Hold 
Sun History

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP)- A his- 


tory of the sun may be per- 
manently recorded in the rocks 
of the moon, say two scientists 
attending a lunar science con- 
ference. 


Dr. Robert M. Walker 
of 


Washington 
University, 
St. 


Louis, and Dr. J.R. Arnold of 
the University of California at 
San Diego said Monday radia- 
tion streaming from the 
sun 


leaves minute traces In the lu- 
nar rocks. 


Walker and Arnold made sep- 


arate reports on studies they 
conducted on the Apollo 11 moon 
samples. They 
are among a 


group of 142 scientists who have 
examined the rocks and 
soil 


brought back from the moon by 
Apollo 11. 


Walker said study of the rock 


under magnification after treat- 
ing it with an acid etch shows 
tracks created by the impact of 
solar radiation. The atmosphere 
prevents this from occurring in 
—-"• rocks.

Israeli Air 
Strikes on 
Arab States

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli 


planes pounded military targets 
in Egypt and Arab guerrilla 
bases in Lebanon today in the 
wake of Egyptian land and air 
sorties across the Suez Canal. 


A military spokesman in Tel 


Aviv said all Israeli planes re- 
turned safely to base. 


The attack on Egyptian mili- 


tary objectives in the southern 
sector of the canal lasted more 
than an hour, the spokesman 
said.Earlier 
other Israeli jets 


screamed over the border into 
Lebanon and hit guerrilla bases 
on the west slopes of Mt. Her- 
mon in a raid lasting 45 min- 
utes, according to the military 
command. 


A military spokesman said 


Egyptian Jets crossed the canal 
during the morning hours and 
dropped bombs on the Israeli- 
held east bank in two raids at 
each end of the waterway. No 
Israeli casualties or damage 
were listed. 


The Israelis reported earlier 


that 
Egyptian 
commandos 


crossed the canal Monday night 
and at least nine of them were 
killed.

Israeli troops clashed with the 
Egyptian commandos late Mon- 
day night north of Port Tauflq, 
at the southern end of the Suez 
Canal. They said there were no 
Israeli casualties. 


"The 
raiding unit retreated 


immediately after the encoun- 
ter, 
leaving 
nine dead," a 


spokesman said. "The Egyp- 


tians opened artillery fire to 
cover the retreat. It is possible 
the number of Egyptian casual- 
ties is even larger." 


An Egyptian military spokes* 


man in Cairo said the comman- 
dos "killed A large number of 
enemy soldiers and destroyed 
an Israeli position, a truck, a 
tank and a jeep." None of the 
commandos were killed, he 
said, but nine were wounded. 


At the United Nations, Israel 


charged Monday that Id armed 
attacks in the last 10 days have 
been launched from Lebanese 
territory against Israeli vil- 
lages, transportation and civil- 
ians. 


Diplomatic sources in Paris 


said the U.S. government has 
officially expressed "concern" 
to the French government about 
reports that a $400 million sale 
of French arms to Libya was 
under consideration. 


The sources said although 


Charles Lucet, the French am- 
bassador to Washington, denied 
the arms deal was under nego- 
tiation, the French Foreign Min- 
istry later gave the Americans 
private confirmation that Lib- 
ya's new military government is 
trying to get the French to sell 
it 50 Mirage jets, 200 heavy 
tanks and radar systems for de- 
tecting low-level flights. The 
French balked at selling the ra- 
dar, and some sources In Paris 
say the planes won't be deliv- 
ered either but the tanks will.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov, 


Wlnthfop Rockefeller said Mon- 
day his attempt to compile In- 
formation on campus militants 
had been blown out of propor- 
tion and described the list as 
"small and informal." 


Rockefeller 
told 
newsmen 


that the names on the list were 
those of persons who had been 
involved In "nonpeaceful dem- 
onstrations." 


The governor said the list 


was not to be used against 
anyone. He said governors and 
colleges across the n a t i o n 
should know when campus rad- 
icals come Into their areas. 


"In my day, panty raids were 


the thing," he said. "I'd hate 
to see those people haunted for 
the rest of their lives for being 
Involved in that sort of demon- 
stration." 


The governor said the list 


should be "purged" after a 
period of time of those persons 
who have been Inactive. 


Rockefeller said he had asked 


the FBI to "appraise us from 
time to time on people who are 
known to be agitators who may 
be In the state." 


"We're concerned with those 


who might forment nonpeaceful 
demonstrations," 
Rockefeller 


said. He added that he was at- 
tempting to avoid "confronta- 
tions" between police and dem- 
onstrators. 


The governor said the list did 


not contain the names of per- 
sons who participated in dem- 
onstrations last month at the 
Republican Governors Confer- 
ence at Hot Springs. He said 
their names had been placed on 
a separate list of persons in- 
volved In peaceful protests. 


Rockefeller was asked about 


House Speaker Hayes McClerk- 
in's statement that the list was 
not a "healthy thing." 


The governor said it was an 


attempt by McClerkln to get 
headlines. McClerkln Is consid- 
ered a possible candidate for 
the Democratic 
gubernatorial 


nomination this year.

UCLA is back home again. 
The Bruins, national cham- 


pions in each of the last three 
college 
basketball 
seasons, 


moved to the top of The Asso- 
ciated Press* major college poll 
today for the first time this 
season. 


Until today, the No. 1 spot has 


been held first by South Caro- 
lina and then by Kentucky. But 
UCLA, 8-0, convinced the voters 
with two victories last -*eek, the 
second one a 108-77 shellacking 
of Notre Dame. 


The Bruins polled 24 first- 


place votes and accumulated 
642 poimts to Kentucky's 610. 
The Wildcats received the other 
nine first-place ballots cast by 
sportswriters and broadcasters 
based on last week's games. 


Its loss to UCLA was one of 


three suffered by Notre Dame 
last week and that tumbled the 
Irish from No. 8 right out of 
the Top Twenty. Notre Dame also 
was beaten by South Carolina 
and Kentucky.

people should be on guard 
against frostbite. According 
to Dr. Edward J. Stafnm. a 
podiatrist or foot specialist, 
the feet are especially vul- 
nerable because of their dis- 
tance from the heart and 
thus the greater difficulty in 
maintaining adequate circu- 
lation. 
Near-freezing tem- 


peratures 
combined w i t h 


moisture in the air and high 
winds are fully as dangerous 
as subzero readings. 


Women are more suscepti- 


ble to frostbite then men be- 
cause of their tendency to 
follow 
fashion 
and 
wear 


shoes that expose the feet to 
the cold. Shoes that are too 
tight, impair the circulation 
and this, too, increases the 
danger of cold injury. 


In the early stages, frost- . 


bitten toes become red and 
feel tingly. This is followed 
by itching and often by blis- 
tering. Once frostbitten, the 
feet will always have an in- 
creased 
vulnerability. To 


prevent frostbite you should 
wear woolen socks. Put on 
galoshes 
when going out- 


doors and remove them in- 
doors to permit air to circu- 
late around your feet.
